Deera are more abundant than at the first |

settlement of the country. ‘They increase to
a certain extent with the population.  The
reason of this appears to be, that they find
protection in the ncizhbourhood, from the
beasts of prey that assail them in the wilder-
ness., and {rom whose attacks their young can
with difficulty escape. ‘They suffer most from
the wolves, who hunt in packs like hiunds,
and wio seldow give up the chase uatil the
deer is taken. I -
We have often sat,.on a moonlight sum-
mer night, at the door of a log cabin on one
of our prairies, and heard the wolves in full
chase of deey, yelling very near in the samne
manner 3 a pack of hoands. Sumetimes the
cry would be hcard at = great distauce over
the plain; then it would dic away, and again
be distinguished at a near oint, and in ano-
ther directisn—nowthe qul cry would burst
upon ys from-a ncighbouring thicket, we could
almost hear the sobs of the exhausted deer,
and again borne away in the distance. We
have passed whole nights in listenin
J:llml once we saw a deer dash through
the yard, and, immediately past the door at
which we sat, followed by his audacious pur-
